In Germany, the visitor said, 
there is about one automobile: to 
every 30 people, while in United 
States there is one car to about 
every four people. 


Koch said that in Germany 
you think twice before start- 
ing out on a trip. For most 
people have to take over 
crowded buses, trains or street 
cars. 


Koch was brought to United 
States by Adam Sinclair, whom 
he met in 1945 when Adam was a 
U. S. Supply Sergeant in Brem- 
en. Adam sponsored Koch, pay- 
ing his round trip ticket and be- 
ing responsible for the German 
while he was here.

SINCE LAST June, Koch has 
been living with Mr. and Mrs. Al- 
bert Sinclair and enjoying. Am- 
erican life. 

Young Koch was nine years 
old when war broke out between 
Germany and Poland back in 
1939. At the age of 15 he was a 
member of Hitler’s youth service 
where students. were. taught an- 
ti-aircraft operation. 


Koch’s visa would not allow 
him to work in United States 
so during his stay in East Jor- 
dan he has been studying Am- 
erican ways and making a 
large number of friends. 


The visitor learned English, 


‘both to read and speak it, in high 


school. “But when I got over 
here last year,’”’ he said, I had to 
learn a lot of slang.”

HE SPEAKS english excep- 
tionally well for having been in 
America only ‘eight months. 

A lot of Americans are inter- 
ested in what’s going on in Ger- 
many today. That’s why he was 
called upon to address Rotary 
clubs at East Jordan and Boyne 
City. He also talked to the Meth- 
dist Church Ladies aid and the 
Ladies Study Club. 

“You can tell them,’ Koch 
said with a big smile, “that I will 
‘get married as soon as:I get back 
to Germany.” 


He will make an attempt 
to bring his father and mother 
to the United States, but if his 
efforts fail he will remain in 
Germany. He is a clerk in a 
German clothing store employ- 
ing 60 men. His father oper- 
ates a small tailoring business. 


While in United. States Koch 
visited relatives at Dayton, Ohio, 
Allentown, Pa., and New York 
City. They spoke German and 
Koch had some difficulty. return- 
ing to the German language af- 
ter speaking nothing but En- 
glish for many months.

“AMERICANS,” Koch said, 
“live a faster pace than Ger- 
mans. Everything here is hurry, 
hurry, while in Germany people 
take life easier.”’ The big rush of 
New York City confused him. 

All in all, Koch says, East Jor- 
dan is no different than any Ger- 
man .town. There isn’t too much 
difference he says. 

Many East Jordan. eesidente 
have grown to like. the German 


visitor in the past eight months 


and wish him well on his journey 
home. 


“You can tell the people of 
East Jordan that I want to 
thank them for making my 
stay so enjoyable,’ he said.

A search of past fair books in- 
Gicates that earlier events pro- 
vided attractions which interest- 
ed people who were not in the 
Labit of traveling and taking in 
exhibits any distance from home. 

Such things as airplanes, 
the ‘giving away of automo- 
biles, horse racing, tight rope 
acts and dare devil shows seem 
to have become “old hat” in 
recent years.

_ A 157-pound sturgeon, the 
first reported to conservation 
officers this year, was taken 
by Chris Beard of Indian Ri- 
ver through the ice of Burt 
Lake in Cheboygan county.

The cache necessary for a Fe: 
bruary fish fry is easily obtain- 
ed when the ice fisherman eg- 
uips himself with the proper bait 
the U of M department of fish- 
eries reports,

AND IT’S ALMOST as much 
fun collecting the bait as it is 
to actually fish. 

They list four popular and ea- 
sily obtainable, baits: beedle lar- 
vae, found under the bark of elm 
trees; golden rod worms, living 
in the plant stem; corn bores, lo- 
cated near the joints of diseased 
corn stalks; and sugar beet lar- 
vae, contained in the pulp after 
sugar has been extracted. 

x * 

FOR THE MAN who ties his 
own ice flies, they recommend a 
No. 14 or 16 hook. Clamp on a 
piece of split shot and add a 
maribou feather streamer in the 
fish’s favorite colors, red, yel- 
low or white. 

The hybrid, classed between a 
purist and live bait sportsman, 
uses an ice fly or small spoon 
hook and then adds natural bait 
tc stimulate the fish’s chemical 
senses. 

They advise ice fisherman to 
remember that feeding habits of 
the fish may vary according to 
the lake, month and hours. There 


_ fore sportsmen are urged to try 


diferent times, since they may 
be missing the actual feeding pe- 
riod.

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STRAIGHT F ROM THE FIELD 


FARM GOSSIP 
COLUMN 


EDITOR’S NOTE: This week’s column is written by Ezra Taft 
Benson, U. S. Secretary of Agriculture. 


The farm pr ogram submitted to ee by Predident Eisenhower 
requires only a minimum amount of new legislation and is designed 
to maintain agriculttural income at high levels. 


This plan, product of the most comprehensive study of the Am- 
erican farm problem in all history, embodies these major, recom- 
medations: 


1, That the bipartisan Farm Acts of 1948 and 1949. become ef- 
fective as now scheduled with the 1955 crops. 


2. That not to exceed $2.5 billion worth of surpluses acquired 
by the Government under the present program be withdrawn from 
the market and placed in a special reserve stockpile. 


5. That Commodity Credit Corporation’s borrowing authority 
be increased by $1.75 billion—from $6.75 billion to $8.5 billion—to 
permit continuation of price support operations on basic commodi- 
ties at 90 percent of parity through 1954, as existing legislation re- 
quires. 

x oF # : 

IN URGING THAT flexible price supports cece operative on 
basic eommodities in 1955, the President emphasized the need for 
balancing production of various crops with changing demands. Price 
supports, ranging between 75 and -90 percent of parity, would vary 
from year to year in accordance with the actions of farmers them- 
selves in gearing production to annual requirements. 


Although this program was enacted by overwhelming majorities — 
of both parties in Congress, its effective date was postponed by 
continuation of mandatory price supports on. basic commodities at 
90 percent of parity through 1954. In developing the new farm pro- 
gram, it was recognized that it would have little chance of success 
if it had to carry the initial handicap of a $6 billion stockpile ac- 
cumulated under prior operations. The depressing effect of these 
surpluses upon free market prices has been in evidence for two 
years. 

eo % : 

- THE PARITY ratio—the yardstick which measures the relation- 
ship between prices received by the farmer and those which he pays 
for goods and services—had tumbled from 113 at the peak of the 
Korean War in 1951. to 94 when the new administration took office 
in January of 1958. Today it is 91, although it has averaged about 
93 during the year. 

- To facilitate the transition to the new program and, at the same 
time, strengthen agricultural commodity prices in the marke. place, 


. the President has recommended that up to $2.5 billion worth of Gov- 


ernment-owned surplus farm goods be placed in a special reserve to 
be usd for war emergencies, famine relief, foreign aid, school lunch 
programs, charitable undertakings, and disposal through nen de- 


veloped commercial channels. : 


Sizeable quantities of wheat cotton, vegetable oils and, possibly, 
dairy products would be “frozen” under this plan and thus’ re- 
“ duce the annual carry-over for at least the first year to near nor- 
mal. These items could at no time be disposed of in such a manner 
as to interfere with regular domestic and foreign trade operations. 


The existing authority for support and purchase programs on such 
commodities as oats, barley, grain sorghums, soybeans, flax, meats 
poultry and eggs, dairy products and fresh fruits and vegetables 
would be virtually unchanged under the proposed plan. Potatoes 
would become eligible for aid on the same basis as other vegetable 
crops. 


* *  & 


PRICE SUPPORTS on five of the basic commodities—wheat, corn, 
cotton, peanuts, and rice—would range between 75 and 90 percent 
of parity, depending on the supply from year to year. It was recom- 
meded by the President that the modernized parity formula, now 
scheduled to become effective January 1, 1956, be applied to four 
of these crops at that time. It is already effective on rice, tobacco 
and non-basic commodities, 

This modernized parity is based upon the price relationships of the 
various commodities to one another over the past 10 years. It brings 
the old 1909-14 formula up to date. 


The President further recommended that legislative action be 
taken to prevent a decline of more than 5 percent in any one year, 
as a result of the transition from the old to the modernized parity 
on various commodities. 


Continuation of the sugar program in -its present form is recom- 
mended. 

% Sg * 

HONEY AND tung nuts would be dropped from the list of com- 
modities on which price supports are mandatory. Future supports 
would be at the discretion of the Secretary of Agriculture, as is now 
the case with most other non-basic commodities. 


The special problems of the operators of millions of small farms, 
most of which receive little or no. direct benefits from price sup- 
port programs, are to be made the subject of a broad study recom- 
mended in the President’s message. 


At the same time, plans are outlined for high level trade missions 
and for a world conference on international trade problems with a 
view to expanding our exchange of agricultural goods with other 
nations, .

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Hi Fellas: 

Bob Saxton wrote quite an in- 
teresting letter home from Camp 
Sasebo, Japan. His letter was 
dated January 21st and he said 
that he would be leaving there in 
about two days so by now he 
should be just about assigned to 
a permanent unit in Korea. 
Here’s just a little of the more 
interesting parts—“I finally hit 
“land and was sure glad. We ar- 

rived in Yokohama, Japan on the 
19th and then rode from there to 
Sasebo. It took us 27 hours to go 
by train. I saw quite a bit of Ja- 
pan as we were riding. I was 
really surprised at the way they 
live. They sure farm every pos- 
sible bit of land. Even on the 
sides of the hills. There are a lot 
of hills in Japan: We passed thru 
a lot of big tunnels on the way. 
The Japs are sure small people. 
They have real old homes and 
the houses have straw roofs. 

They never paint their homes. 
‘There are very few roads ov- 
er here and there aren’t many 
ears. Almost all of the people 
_ travel by train or bicycle. They 
have a lot of little roads where 
they ride their bicycles. Their 
farm lands will be miles from 
where they live. The children 
have to walk.2 to 3 miles and 
maybe more to school each day. 


‘The barracks are pretty nice 
here at. Camp Sasebo. They have 
showers and everything in them. 
They are even better than we 
had at Fort Lewis. I was really 
surprised to see a lot of things 
over here. Like Coke, ice cream, 
candy, beer, pie, cake, apples and 
shows. This camp sure is nice. 
They have both Jap and US MPs 
between our barracks. The Japs 
have rice growing right out in 
back. Things seem to a lot chea- 
per over here.” 

Bob included a sample of a 25¢ 
rote such as they use over there. 
He explained that they use all 

“paper money — no silyer. They 
use some pretty fancy engraving 
on that money.
